DEAR Sir: Ti now igrhcatint to you, at your HOARE in the shape of a 
letter, what information I can pive about the documents of importance 
to her colonial history which the State of Louisiana had procured from 
the archives of France and Spain, and which were destroyed at Baton 
Rouge, or carried away, when that capital of the State was taken by 
the Federal troops in our late civil war. Some of them, however, I have 
lately recovered from Mr. Draper, Secretary of the Wisconsin Historical 
Society, who tendered them to me with much kindness and liberality. 
They are now deposited in the State hbrary, New Orleans. 

It is easy, on proper application, to examine the Freneh archives for 


any historical investigations. Every facility is even thrown in the way — 


of the explorer. é 

Governor Morton, w hen in oftice, bought, on my recommendation, for 
the sum of &J,000, from Mr. Magne, one of the proprietors and editors 
of the New Orleans Bee, a valuable manuscript volume of documents 
which that gentleman had obtained permission to copy trom the French 


archives in P “Uris. 


Mr. Edmund Forstall, now dead, one of our publie-spirited citizens, 
having sojourmned some time in France, examined or caused to be ex 
amined the archives of that eountry in relation to her former colony of 
L. oulsiana, and on lus retarn prese nted to the State an impor tant col- 
ieviion of materials for the use of her future historians. 

tlon. Jol Perkins, who was for several years one of the representa- 
tives of the State in Congress, also enriched the archives of Louisiana 
With two large manuscript volumes handsomely bound and treating of 
our former colonial relations with Franee, 

As to the Spatish archives concerning Louisiana, there was an ab- 
solute blank until lately. Nothing had been Jett here nor in Cuba, 
aid it was positively aseertained that it was only in Spain that our 
State eould obtain some information as to the records of her coiontal ex- 
ee under the new government to which she had been tiursieured 
Wo Pranee.

In 1849, when seeretary of state, I obtained an appropriation of $2,000 
from nant penen il assembly to procure documents from the archives of 
Spain. ied to a prolonged correspondence which I had with Mr. 
mali eealete our minister plenipotentiary at the time in Spain, 
and with Don Pascual de Gayangos, a Spanish man of letters, who has 
immortalized himself by his works, and with whom I became acquainted 
through my friend Mi. Prescott, the historian. Without the influence 
and the persistent exertions of Mr. de Gayangos I believe that the 
archives a Spain would not have been examined as I desired. My 
private correspondence with Mr. de Gayangos and Mr. Prescott on the 
subject is curious and aniising. What was of a nature to be published 
in a reins 6 which I inade to our legislature I lay before you. You will 


find the inclosed printed document. quite instructive on the condition of 


the Spanish archives and on the difficulties to be encountered as to 
their excauination. f hope that this document contains suflicient in- 
ee io wuswer your purposes, and I think that it is not necessary 
for me to add any thing beyoud what‘is therein to be found. 

L will, however, sav thi rt my private correspondence on the subject, 
without the knowledge of Mr. Saunders, aud to remove from his path 
difficulties unsuspected by him, is a chapter of secret Justory which, as 
usnial, is more interesting “and more illustrative than what is generally 
to be met under the st: itely dress and form of public history. For in- 
stance, to begin with Mr. de Gayangos. Jle had written to Mr. Pres- 
cottihat lke was willing to serve me as he had served him, Prescott, 
“because there was all over the world a freemasonry and a "fra aternity 
among jen of letters which was to be s eae kept up,” but he was 
not di spose to put lnnselfin contact with the American minister, “ who 
Is not one of us.? This was the language of that punctilious gentle- 
man, und his objection was to. be removed. Then a great personage, 
Whom {did not know personally, but who had traditionally been con- 
nected with my family by the bonds of friendship, was approached by 
me. He replied that he would do any thing to oblige me, but could 
not assist Mr. Saunders. Therefore he would send his secretary to Mr. 
Saunders to guide lin, if I desired it, but would have no personal in- 
tercourse with hun. Is it not ludierous? Besides, there was the tooth 
and “nail opposition of the Duke of Sotomayor, who was determined 
that i should net be known that through the manipulations of his 
father, Gardogut, the Spanish minister at po ashington, Wilkinson had 
become a traitor and sold himself to a foreign gov ernment. [le main- 
tained that it would be a breach of faith. I ‘had to argue that question 
atleneth. J really believed at the time that had I not been of Spanish 
origi (iy great grandfather laving come as contador with the first 


Spanish covernor, mi 1765, to take possession of Louisiana) our negotia- 


tious to exmaine the archives might have failed. This accident of birth, 
and the fretofa kinsman ofinine having been @ member of the regency 
of sii during the French invasion, with the Duke of Infantade 
and others, being skillfully paraded, had no little influence, Iam con- 
vine cl, In appeasing the suspic ions Which had been roused by ‘the formal 
aud Olicial a ‘pplication of our minister to examine the archives. I men- 
tien shies se things to ake you aware of the secret as well as of the public 
difticuliies which may have to be encountered by our government wher 
attempting tomake a thorough examination of the archives of Spain con- 
cerning Louisiana. They ave in great confusion and scattered about; 
Inch work for a full investigation will have to be done, not only in 
Magiiidistrait also in Seville, Simancas, Cadiz, and other places. As to 
ihetaiphives of France, their examination is comparatively an easy task. 
Jee cove to call your attention to the manuscript history of Loui-

siana by Senlis, mentioned by Mr. de Gayangos in his letter to Mr. 
Saunders, dated July 13, 1849. In a subsequent letter of a private 
nature to me, Mr. de Gayangos, as far as I can recollect, for it would 
ceive me too much trouble to look for that.letter in a mass of papers, 
stated jis belief that the manuscript alluded to couid be had fora trifling 
sum. Mr. de Gavangos is dead; but by inquiring at Cuenga, where 
the descendant of the author still live es, or tor any of the Senlis family 
now in existence, through the channel of the Spanish ainbassador at 
Washington, perhaps something might be done, and that manuscript 
pr ocured, it found to be valuable. 

- In eonclusion, I must say that all which was really interesting in those 
copies from the ‘French and Spanish archives to which I have alluded 
in this letter has been embodied in my history of Lowisiana. But, at 
the same time, 1 cannot but assure you that this mine of. historical 
we alth thus vpened to us by impertect researches is far from being ex- 
hausted. |

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE ON THE STATE LIBRARY.—BATON 
ROUGE, 1850. 


To the senate and house of representatives of the State of a in gen- 
eral assembly convened: 


J have the honor to transmit to your honorable body the annexed doc- 
ument, marked A, showing the situation of the State library for the year 
1849. Of the money annually appropriated for the purchase of books, 
the sum of &1,016.14 has been invested this year in the acquisition of 
240 volumes. The balance, ¥1.02, will be refunded to the treasurer. of 
the State. 

On the eve of retiring from the office which I have filled for Par years 
it gives me satisfaction to have, either by purchase, exchange or other- 
wise, acquired some valuable and rare w orks for the State library, which 
J shall deliver to my successor with an increase of 1,091 volumes. I beg 
leave to recommend that the same annual appropri iation of $1,000 be at 
least continued, if not made greater. Under the liberal patronage of 
the legislature, with proper management, and with the erie nega of 
salutary regulations, [ have no doubt that the State library will become 
still more respectable, and worthy of its destination. 

The boxing up and the transportation of all the books appertaining 
to the State libr: uy has been a serious work, which the State librarian 
has had to perform in addition to his.ordinary duties. The salary, which 
consists of 50 per month, has not been proportionate to the obligations 
of that oflice, and I hée leave respectfully to suggest that the regular 
salary be increased, and that an extra compensation, suited to tie extra 
work I lave mentioned, be granted to the present incumbent, who has 
always discharged his duties with zeal and ability. 

[ feel no small degree of satisfaction in informing your honorable body 
that Ihave lately received several bundles containing copies of Spanish 
documents ofan historical nature, for the procuring of Wlich the State had 
Inadean appropriation im ISt7. Lhave not vet hadsuflicient time to exam- 
Ine them and to ascertain whether they are such as to meet the expectations 
of your honorable body. ‘Lhe document hereunto annexed and marked 
Bs contains the correspondenc® which I had on the subject with Mr. 
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Saunders, the United States minister plenipotentiary at the court of 
Madrid. It is not destitute of interest, and gives the history of the many 
difficulties which had to be overcome to procure those documents. As 
you will see by the statements and accounts furnished by Mr. Saunders, 
the whole of the sum appropriated (32,000) has been disbursed, and I ~ 
gather from the letters now submitted to your consideration that we 
have aright to expect some more copies w hich seem to have not been 
as yet re eady when Mr. Saunders left Spain. The investigations made in 
the archives of that country are not complete, and further discoveries 
remain to be made. It is for vour honorable body to decide whether an 
additional appropriation to continue the researches already begun would 
be judicious. I cannot but hope that you will come to the conclusion 
that any money employed in the elucidation of our history would be a 
useful application of the public treasure. 

In a report which, at the request of the senate, I made in 1848 to that 
honorable body, and which was published with their journal, [ demon- 
strated how defective was the organization of the department of the 
secretary of state. The reformation which it demands is so necessary 
that I deem it my duty to call your attention to that document. I hope 
that, if taken into consideration and acted upon, it will be the means of 
securing to my successor greater facilities for the discharge of his duties.

Sir: [have until now delay ed giving you an account of my opera- 
tions in this place, because I was told you were coming with the rest of 
the diplomatic corps. 

After some delay, and in order to give the chief archivero time to 
look for and to bring out to me the papers, if any, which relate to Lou- 
isiana, L had the satisfaction to hear that there was a large room full of 
them that came from Madrid in 1828. i was accordingly installed in 
the said room, and allowed to begin my search. I soon found that the 
papers were precisely in the same state as when they came from the 
capital, tied im bundles, most of whieh were not tic keted, and, without 
the least order or clasitication. I began, however, my search, and 
among a mass of nseless trash was lucky enough to discover, at the 
end of some days, some bundles or liasses containing the correspond. 
ence of Unzaga, Navarro, Rendon, Morales, Miro, Carondelet, &e., who 
were cither military governors or intendents of Louisiana. 1 continued 
my researches, and was agreeably surprised to find part of the secret 
eorrespondence of General Wilkinson, Dr. White, Colonel Dunn, and 
other parties, who offered to annex Kentueky, Olno, and other States, 
and were undoubtedly in the pay of the Spanish Government, as may 
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be fully proved by their Own correspondence. Though these papers, as 
far as I can judge, are not complete (some of the pubhe officers at Mad- 
rid having neglected to send their contingent at the time), I have no 
hesitation to say that much interesting matter may be selected from 
those J now have in hand; and, moreover, as on my return to Madrid I 
shall not fail to look also in the archives of the war oftice and in those 
of the Suprimido Consejo de Indias, | have no doubt we shall tind there 
whatever is wanting here. 

So far with regard to the papers Sitch tolcie s. .With regard to my 
proceedings here, | deem it necessary to call your attention to the fol- 
lowing facts. The papers, as I said before, are in the greatest possible 
disorder, no attempt having been made to classify then since they came 
from Madrid. Most of them have no other inseription but this: Lou- 
isiana, Florida Occidentul ; a few only have the year marked on the 
outside, in red letters, and the greater part, not to say all of them, con- 


-tain such heterogeneous matter. that it requires a eood deal of time and 


considerable patience to ascertain their contents. The archives are open 
only five days in the week, from ten to one. No transcripts are allowed 
except those made by the clerks of the establishment, and that accord- 
ing to a tariff which is more than double the price usually paid at 
Madrid. 

The above circumstance will naturally retard my operations, and in 
order to examine 2385 bundles and mark out what is worthy of transcript 


-it will be necessary for me to devote at least four months. In order to 
‘Save expenses, I make, as I go on, extracts of such papers as are not 
sufficiently interesting to be transcribed at full. All tog gether, and when 


the copies here being made are paid for, I calculate that it will cost 
about $500, or one- fourth of the sum allowed by the State of Louisiana; 
but, on the other land, I feel confident that the documents obtained 
will be found to be highly interesting, and that after this the expense 
to be incurred at Madrid will be proportionately small.

T have thought proper to address you on this subject.

DEAR Str: L have been engaged for the last two weeks in looking 
over the papers in the archives of the foreign oftice. The archivero, for 
Whom [| have procured a letter of introduction, has been exceedingly 
kind, giving me every facility for investigation. Unluckily, the papers 
ave now to be removed to anether part of the palace, owing to the eir- 
emnstance of a private theater being now built in the very rooms 
formerly occupied by the said archives, which circumstanee has not only 
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unpeded my researches, but J am afraid will also render them exceed- 
ingly slow tor the future. J mention this because I wish you to take 
note of all the difficulties thrown in iny way, and the consequent loss of 
time which they are daily causing me in the fulfillment of the duties 
which I have accepted. 

I have, however, seen enough to convinee me that all the secret papers 
concerning Louisiana are kept in these archives, aud that Mr. Gayarre 
will have nothing to wish for if we are allowed to penetrate into it. Of 
corse the are hivero has only permitted me to look at the papers on the 
outside, saying, as | appre ‘hended he would, that without a special order 
from the ministe rhe could not take upon himself to let me take notes. 

You know as well as myself the jealousy and mistrust by which the 
Spanish Government is actuated in such matters. You know, also, that 
the Marquis of Casa Irujo would never grant the required permission, 
and I have been told that he gave strict orders to Senor Caballero about 
the matter. Now, if you think that by making application to Seftor 
Pidal, lis successor in office, you can get adinitt: ince for me into these 
archives, vou had better do it at once. But if you are not sure of sue- 
cess, I had better try what 1 can do myself. I will eall on Senor Pidai 
and ‘tell him that [am engaged in writing a history of French Louisiana;

DEAR Sr: I have been lucky enough to discover, among a mass of 
papers lying in the greatest possible confusion in the oftice of the Min- 
isterio de Gracia yo STustici ia, Keecion de Indias, to which I had free access, 
duplicates of some of the very papers which I saw in the office of foreign 
affairs, and which have heen denied to us. Of course, L have not found 
the correspondence of Martinez de Trujo, our minister in the United 
States between the years 1765-75, or that of his sueeessor, Gardoqui, 
nor ee papers which ave missing pon the secret negotiations of Briga- 
dier-General Wilkinson with the court of Spain. 

The state of those archives, | am sorry to say, is as lamentably bad as 
any J have vet seen. Great masses of papers. thrown confusedly on 
large deal tables or covering the tloors of wide, desolate rooms; no 
indexes whatever, and the clerks as ignorant of Louisiana affairs as if 
that State had never formed part of the Spanish monarchy. FE have, 
however, gained the principal point, which is free aceess to the papers, 
and permission to take with me a seribe, to take such transcripts as may 
be necessary; although Japprehend that, owing to the contusion f allude 
to, it will wive ne immense trouble, and will take mueh more. time than 
qT nnticip: ited. The archives, moreover, will be shut till after Easter. 

As the siua appropriated: by the State of Louisiana may not be suth- 
cent to cover all eins uses, and it is not probable that a fresh grant is 
made, as LT recotlect ny having told you at one time that 1 considered the 
: &2,000 voted Hin ieO sulli¢ient for all purposes, | am willing to go on, 
~ working eratis,and to have transeripts made at my own expense, should 
: the investigation Jam now making inthe archives of Gracia y Justicia 
de Indias produce more miterials than the funds in your hands would 
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afford transcribing, &e.; for, owing to the dilatory proceedings of our 
blessed government (I w ould rather eall it disgovernment), owing to the 
number of archives seattered over the country, and last, not least, 
owing to ignorance of the archiveros, I cannot but help thinking that 
that much time has necessarily been lost which might otherwise have 
been most usefully employed, had all the papers been together in the 
same place, and kept with anything like order—and although it is no 
fault of mine nor of yours, yet I consider myself bound to make this 
sacrifice in behalf of the State of Lauisiana.

Siz: According to your directions, I have placed in Mr. Sawyer’s 
hands that portion of the Louisiana papers which are now ready, being 
chiefly selections from Seville and Simanecas. J still retain some by me, 
as I find I must refer to them occasionally. L[ would have sent them 
much sooner—indeed, almost immediately after you expressed that 
wish—had I known then where Mr. Sawyer was lodging, but on ealling 

at his old rooms in the Calle de Peligros, I was told that he had left, 
without auy reference to the place of ‘his remoyal, and I naturally eon- 
cluded he was at Aranjuez. 

That gentleman tells me that your departure being now postponed till 
September, you wish, if possible, to have all the papers for the end of 
the next month, in order to take them with you to America. ILow soon 
the work of revision and selection in which I am now engaged may be 
completed I cannot exae tly say, but IT do not think it can - done before 
the middle ot October, owing to many reasons. First of all, I find that 
the archives are about to be shut for three weeks, being what is called 
stuimmer vacations. Secondly, this department seems to contain as much 
teresting matter as any I have yet visited. Thirdly, the papers them- 
selves are in greater confusion than either at Seville or Simuancas, being 

& chiefly remnants of the various colonial offices which ought long ago to 
have been sent to Seville, but here remained behind by some wnaceount- 
able event. Fourthly, the keeper hardly knows bimself what papers he 
has under his eare. Livery second day | find on my table a large bundle 
of papers, most times without any label or ticket attached to it, and 
when that one is examined and disposed of another is brought in, with- 
out the least order as to chronology or subject. 

You may easily coneeive that under such circumstanees, and there 
ae being not at these archives any sort of register-book or index to the 
Louisiana papers—which, by the way. are always mixed with those of 
Florida. so that 1 have always to separate them—it is impossible for me 
to calculate the extent of the work to be done, and nis tk how long 
! I] may be emploved about it. AM To can say is that LE shall use all dili- 
vence and specd; indeed, it is my interest to do so, for as you will find 
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by the inclosed, being an account of the expenses meurred in the last 
quarter, Lam actus ly working without rennmneration at all, and I will 
continue to do so for some time to come, besides having to pay out of 
my pocket dll expenses of transcribing, porter’s fees, &e., which will 
form on the whole a considerable sum. ; 

As | had once the honor of proposing to you, having perhaps inpru- 


dently engaged myself to complete the examination and mspection of 


this department (Gracia y Justicia de Indias), | consider inyself in duty 
bound to complete the same, whatever may be the personal imconveni- 
ence and expense resulting from it. But, at the same time, [ do not feel 
myself obliged to do the same in the archives of the foreign department, 
should an order for adimission be at last granted, as I have some reason 
to believe it will be hereafter, on iny personal application. Nor do I teel 
bound to make any further investigatious than those actually going on, 
and which, you may rely on it, will be done in conscience, and 
accurately as if they were for myself. 

I lay a stress on this circumstance, because, as I said before, I lave 
sume hopes of getting, at a future period, admission to the foreign de- 
partment, and will perhaps furnish you with a list of the papers relat- 
ing to Louisiana which are to be tound there, and which you were offi- 
Glally informed did not exist in the archives of that office: and I may, 
likewise, have access to a private collection of original papers belong- 
ing toa ‘descendant of one of the governors of Louisiana, among which 
there i Is, [ am told, an «xcellent history of Louisiana, written in French, 
by a gentleman of the name of Senlis, in his own handwriting, being 
original, aud never printed. The gentleman J allude to resides at Cn- 
enca, and is now traveling im France. He is not expected till the end 
of the year; bat when he does return [will communicate with him, and 
ascertain Ww hether he wants to part with the said papers, and what price 
he wants, and I shall not tail to inform Mr. Gavarre of the result. But 
should the owner of the papers refuse to part with them, and consent 
only to allow the perusal and copying of. the same, L do not consider 
myself bound to incur any more expenses or do any work without an 
adequate remuneration.
